RELATING TO PUBLIC FUNDING AND REGULATORY MATTERS AND MAKING,

REDUCING, TRANSFERRING, AND SUPPLEMENTING APPROPRIATIONS FOR

EXPENDITURES IN THE FISCAL YEAR BEGINNING JULY 1, 2017, AND

INCLUDING EFFECTIVE DATE PROVISIONS.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF IOWA:5

fund shall remain at the amount in effect on June 30, 2017,7

except that the portion of the fund attributable to graduate8

medical education shall be reduced in an amount that reflects9

the elimination of graduate medical education payments made to10

out-of-state hospitals.11

(b) Effective May 1, 2018, a hospital that is located in12

Iowa, is classified as state government-owned or nonstate13

government-owned, and qualifies for graduate medical education14

or disproportionate share hospital payments shall transfer15

to the medical assistance program an amount equal to provide16

the nonfederal share for a graduate medical education and17

disproportionate share hospital payment. Distribution of the18

payments shall be made on a monthly basis.

There is appropriated from the Iowa economic emergency29

fund to the general fund of the state for the fiscal year in30

which moneys in the fund were used for cash flow purposes,31

for the purposes of reducing or preventing any overdraft on32

or deficit in the general fund of the state, the amount from33

the Iowa economic emergency fund that was used for cash flow34

purposes pursuant to paragraph “b” and that was not returned35

to the Iowa economic emergency fund by June 30 of the fiscal1

year. The appropriation in this paragraph shall not exceed one2

percent of the adjusted revenue estimate for the fiscal year3

for which the appropriation is made and is contingent upon all4

of the following having occurred:5

(1) Prior to an appropriation being made pursuant to this6

paragraph, the balance of the general fund of the state at the7

end of the fiscal year for which the appropriation is made is8

negative.9

(2) The governor issues an official proclamation and10

notifies the legislative fiscal committee and the legislative11

services agency that the balance of the general fund is12

negative and that an appropriation made pursuant to this13

paragraph brings the general fund of the state into balance.14
